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Union's  art  department  recently  gained  new  facilities 
and  a  new  faculty  member,  Mr.  Lee  Benson.  According  to 
Mr.  Michael  Mallard,  department  chair,  he's  most  proud  of  the 
faculty  change.  He  said  Benson  has  brought  the  department 
"3-D  expertise,"  "great  energy"  and  "a  great  role  model  as  an 
artist." 

Mallard  said  the  new  facilities  allow  the  department 
to  be  more  organized  and  attractive.  The  new  gallery  is 
approximately  three  times  the  size  of  the  old  one.  The 
facilities  include  a  resource  room,  storage  space,  a  studio  with 
a  sunroof,  a  printmaking  studio,  a  ceramic  studio,  and  a 
gallery. 

The  art  gallery  displayed  a  collection  from  the  Billy 
Graham  Center  Museum  in  the  fall.  This  was  the  first  time  the 
museum  ever  loaned  its  collection  to  any  gallery.  The  display 
included  a  piece  by  Mallard  that  he  sold  to  the  Billy  Graham 
Center.  He  said,  "It's  been  a  long  time  ago  that  they  bought  it 
and  it's  exciting  to  see  it  again  after  a  number  of  years." 

The  additions  to  the  department  have  improved  the 
mood  for  creativity  and  have  enabled  art  students  a  better 
work  area.  Junior  art  major  Alan  Tucker  considers  the  change 
"an  encouragement  for  more  productivity  from  the  students".

Tennessee,  achieved  a  feat  this  year  that  many  of  us  could  not  imagine 
and  could  not  even  begin  to  accomplish.  Angie  ran  in  the  Andrew 
Jackson  Marathon!  She  did  not  tell  anybody  of  her  plans  to  run,  not 
even  her  parents.  She  finished  the  race,  but  admits  that  she  owes  a  lot  of 
credit  to  a  man  she  met  in  the  race.  "He  ran  the  majority  of  the  race  with 
me  and  just  encouraged  me  and  gave  me  advice  to  help  me  finish." 
Despite  the  fatigue  and  physical  pain  of  the  race.  Angie  was  proud  of 
herself  for  actually  setting  a  goal  and  obtaining  it. 

She  compares  her  running  with  her  Christian  life  and  explains 
that  "you  can't  look  to  others  as  you  run,  you  must  look  to  Christ." 
Angie  also  relies  on  some  familiar  scripture  to  illustrate  this  idea:  "Let 
us  throw  off  everything  that  hinders. ..and  let  us  run  with  perseverance 
the  race  marked  out  for  us."  (Hebrews  12: 1 )  She  also  relies  on 
Philippians  4: 13,  "I  can  do  all  things  through  Christ  who  gives  me 
strength."  Because  of  her  marathon-running  experience  and  the  training 
she  has  endured  physically  and  spiritually,  Angie  characteristically  offers 
one  final  thought  -  "If  Oprah  can  do  it,  so  can  I!" 


Susanne  Walton's  story  of  how  she  got  to  Union  is  a  unique  one. 
This  "missionary  kid"  from  Burkina  Faso,  West  Africa  admits  that 
Union  was  the  only  school  she  applied  to  that  sent  a  catalog.  "I  figured 
if  they  cared  enough  to  pay  a  little  extra  postage,  then  it  was  really 
worth  looking  into."  She  devoted  the  issue  to  prayer  and  felt  God  was 
leading  her  here. 

Susanne,  a  junior  Early  Childhood/Special  Education  major,  is 
serving  as  president  of  MuKappa.  This  year  there  are  twenty 
missionary  kids  from  fourteen  different  countries.  Susanne  belie\es 
that  being  an  MK  is  truly  a  gift  from  God.  "Sure,  it  is  really  tough  at 
times  being  on  ocean  away  from  your  family,  but  that's  where 
MuKappa  comes  in  as  a  sort  of  support  group  for  children  of  foreign 
missionaries."  This  year  Union  is  hosting  the  annual  MK  retreat  in  the 
spring  with  about  150  MK's  from  all  over  the  worid  attending. 

Being  so  far  away  from  home  is  difficult,  especially  for  the 
MK's  here  on  campus.  Susanne  admits  "they  say  home  is  where  \ our 
heart  is  -  someday  it  may  change,  but  right  now  my  heart  is  still  in 
Africa.  I  am  already  counting  the  days  until  Christmas  \991  when  1 
can  HO  home!" 
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The  girl  who  said  "I  would  not  send  my  dead  dog  to  Union"  is 
now  a  Union  pre-law  student  who  dreams  to  someday  be  a  Supreme 
Court  Justice.  Lori  Moyers,  a  Methodist,  planned  to  attend  Lambuth, 
but  its  hills  and  steps  steered  her  path  to  Union.  Moyers  has  cerebral 
palsy. 

She  said  people  sometimes  see  it  before  they  see  her.  She 
said,  "I  don't  get  up  in  the  morning  and  look  in  the  mirror  and  say 
"Oh,  I  have  cerebral  palsy."     She  added,  "If  I  could  just  get  people  to 
understand  it's  not  all  of  who  I  am,  but  it  is  a  part  of  me,  and  I  am 
comfortable  with  that  and  it's  my  desire  to  make  them  as  comfortable 
as  possible." 

She  said  some  people  assume  that  she  needs  help  and  speak 
down  to  her  like  she  is  a  child.  The  twenty  year-old  is  anything  but  a 
child.  Moyers  enjoys  public  speaking,  debating,  and  writing.  She  is 
a  member  of  the  College  Republicans,  pre-legal  society,  and 
YEMMA. 

Moyers  said  she  was  saved  on-campus  in  February  1995  after 
a  friend  witnessed  to  her.  She  said  that  as  a  Christian  she's  "had  to 
learn  to  balance"  her  "stubborn  determination  with  grace." 


Tony  Traughber  is  more  than  a  BSM  president.     According  to  his 
friends,  personality  traits  like  his  creativity,  openness,  and  honesty  set 
him  apart  from  other  people— not  his  office. 

John  Lassiter  said  that  if  there  is  one  thing  that  sets  Tony  apart 
from  other  people  it's  "definitely  his  personality.  He's  always  open  with 
everybody  and  he's  very  genuine." 

Jennifer  Allen  said,  "He  presents  truth  in  just  a  different  way  that 
makes  you  go  'wow!'" 

Tony  said  he  thinks  a  good  leader  should  illustrate  "servanthood, 
humility,  excitement,  and  imagination." 

The  Christian  Studies  and  English  double  major  is  almost  always 
seen  smiling  around  campus. 

He  said,  "That's  just  something  that  I  feel  like  God's  given  me."

Kelly  Swain,  a  sophomore  from  Michigan,  answered  God's  call  to 
summer  missions  by  going  to  Karamay  in  northwest  China.  She  spent  a 
month  there  teaching  English. 

Swain  went  to  China  with  a  group  from  Louisiana  College.  Each 
member  of  the  group  taught  about  30  students  ranging  from  junior  high 
students  to  adults.  Swain  said  they  taught  mostly  conversational  skills. 
Swain  said  that  the  Christians  could  not  initiate  talk  about  their  faith,  but 
if  students  asked  she  was  allowed  to  answer  their  questions. 

"I  may  have  had  one  student  who  was  a  Christian.  She  asked  me 
if  I  believed  in  God."  Swain  said.  When  Swain  answered  yes.  the  student 
said  "Oh,  me,  too!  Me  too!" 

Swain  had  a  teaching  partner  from  the  university  in  China.  Most 
of  the  teaching  partners  knew  about  Jesus  and  asked  the  Americans 
questions. 

Swain  said  that  the  Chinese  have  a  ver\  different  outlook  on  life. 
She  said  there  is  more  of  a  sense  of  community  and  they  they  are  "not  as 
individualistic."  She  also  said  that  they  spend  a  lot  more  time  together 
than  Americans  do.  Swain  said.  "God  taught  me  about  not  judging 
others."  She  added,  "I  also  learned  how  much  we  take  things  for 
granted." 


When  Nathan  Sawyer  was  first  asked  to  assume  the  position  of 
FCA  President,  he  admits  that  he  was  unsure  and  scared.  Now  Nathan 
realized  that  God  doesn't  need  his  talents.  He  just  needs  him  to  be 
available  and  willing  to  allow  God  to  lead  in  every  aspect  of  his  life.  A 
sophomore  from  Millington,  Tennessee,  Nathan  believes  the  primary 
goal  of  FCA  is  "to  share  the  love  God  showed  us  by  sending  His  Son  to 
die  on  the  cross  for  our  sins  with  every  athlete  on  this  campus." 

Nathan  is  also  a  member  of  the  baseball  team.  He  loves  the 
sport,  but  understands  that  baseball  is  not  the  most  important  thing  in  his 
life.

""In  Laos,  there's  no  cowboys,"  and  Bounhom  Mitsamphanh 
should  know,  considering  that's  one  of  the  many  places  that  she  has  lived. 
Bounhom,  or  Hom,  as  her  friends  call  her.  lived  in  Laos  until  she  was  five. 
When  communists  took  over  the  country,  her  family  moved  to  Thailand. 
They  then  went  to  the  Philippines  to  learn  English,  before  finally  settling 
in  Nashville,  Tennessee  where  Hom  has  lived  for  the  past  ten  years. 

When  asked  what  the  most  important  thing  she  could  tell  others. 
Hom  replied,  "I  would  say  my  salvation,  because  I  think  that  God  has  a 
plan  for  my  whole  family  to  come  over  here  and  be  saved.'" 

She  explained,  "If  I  had  never  come  here  I  would  never  have 
known  the  God  who  created  me."

She  said,  ""When  I  tried  to  tell  ny  high  school  friends  about 
Christ's  love  ,  they  would  straight  out  tell  me  that  I  was  forgetting  m\  o\\  n 
race." 


Merillat.  although  not  yet  a 
member,  is  involved  with  the  Society  for  Creative  Anachronism,  which 
she  defined  as  ""a  medieval  reenactment  group." 

She  explained,  ""We  dress  up  like  people  in  the  Middle  Ages  and 
research  things  that  were  done  then  and  do  them  now." 

fvlerillat  first  became  interested  in  the  society  after  attending  a 
demonstration  at  the  Hidalgo  County  Museum  in  Edinburgh,  Texas. 
""I'm  not  a  member  yet,  but  you  don't  really  have  to  be  a  member  to 
participate  in  the  activities,"  she  said. 

Merillat  is  learning  calligraphy  like  they  did  in  illuminated 
manuscripts  such  as  the  Bible. 

She  said,  ""I'd  like  to  learn  fencing,  but  that's  expensi\  e." 

The  freshman  is  also  distantly  related  to  the  Bloods  Queen  Mar\ 
through  her  mother,  although  she  is  not  sure  w  hat  the  connection  is. 
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"I  came  up  here  and  felt  at  home  and  thought  that  I  could  be 
happy  here.  I  knew  then  that  Union  was  where  I  needed  to  be."  Mary 
Bea  Skinner  felt  confident  that  her  college  life  was  meant  to  be  spent  at 
Union. 

Mary  Bea  is  a  Special  Education  major  and  has  spent  several 
summers  working  at  the  Special  Friends  Camp.  This  camp  is  primarily 
for  the  mentally  and  physically  handicapped  and  Mary  Bea  gained  man\ 
treasured  memories  from  the  time  spent  there.  "I  learned  a  lot  about  love 
and  accepting  others  as  they  are.  The  campers  were  not  upset  about  the 
lives  they  had  been  given.  They  were  happy  and  they  didn't  want  people 
feeling  sorry  for  them."  She  feels  that  she  actually  learned  more  about 
herself,  others,  and  unconditional  love  than  the  camper  did.  She  also 
credits  God  for  blessing  her  through  the  experience  and  for  gi\ing  her 
patience  to  share  His  love  with  others.
